“Inspector Si was on the 
left, When they were almost 
across the. road they were 
struck down by a fast-moving 
vehicle, The" evidence wilt 
show they weré mown down 
by a car which did not stop, 
“Inspector Si died. He haa a 


fractured skull, a broken thigh, 
broken ribs and other cuts and 
brulses—-mainly on the left side. 

“Mrs Si was seriously injured 
but she has now recovered and 
will be giving evidence in this 
court," Mr Hooton said, 

"It Is alleged by the prosecu- 
tlon that Fleming was the driver 
of the car which ran Into them.

It could almost be said that 
the American-made compact 
ears were at present one of the 
most important moving forces 
behind the economy, Their 
share of overall production was 
still only just under 30 per cent 
but in some aréas they sold at a 
rate of almost 70 per cent of the 
total new car market. And at 
Ford assemblies at least, the 
Falcon and the newer Co 
compacts accounted for half the 
total Ford Une output. 


Outselling 


It has been known for some 
time that the Ford compacts 
have been outselling the 
standard-stzed Ford line. 


Last week's U.S. car output 
was 147,755 units with compacts 
numbering 43,760 or 29.6 per 
cent, is compared with 
134,141 units in the same week 
u year ago. Trucks were down 
to 25,208 units compared with 
27,000 a year ago..
